Alberta Premier Alison Red- 
ford, in her first TV address, 
warned Thursday of tough 
fiscal times and multibillion- 
dollar revenue shortfalls due 
to the “bitumen bubble.” 

She said the bubble — the 
difference between the bench¬ 
mark price for oil in North 
America versus Alberta’s oil- 
sands bitumen — has grown 
so wide it will take a $l-bilhon 
bite out of this year’s budget 
and $6 billion the next. 

“As we prepare this year’s 
budget, it means we have 
to make some veiy difficult 
choices,” Redford said in the 
eight-minute TV spot aired 
around the province. 

Redford has said in the past 
she won’t balance the budget 
by sacrificing core service de¬ 
livery in health and education 
or by shortchanging munici¬ 
palities. 

In the speech, Redford re¬ 
iterated her pledge not to hike 
taxes. 

“It is not good enough to 
take the easy way out and raise

taxes,” she said in the video. 

She also said that despite 
the financial austerity, the 
plan is still to invest some 
energy revenue in the Herit¬ 
age Savings Fund in the next 
budget. 

Opposition critics labelled 
the speech, which cost $55,000 
for airtime and production 
costs, a hollow public relations 
exercise. 

“There was absolutely noth¬ 
ing in this speech tonight that 
should give Albertans any 
confidence that this premier 
knows how to solve the prob¬ 
lems she created,” said Wil¬ 
drose Leader Danielle Smith. 

“You simply cannot say 
we’re going to keep on spend¬ 
ing but we’re going to live 
within our means, we won’t 
raise taxes (and) we’ll also have 
money left over for savings.”

In the future, children at¬ 
tending public schools in the 
dty could play, mingle and 
chinwag with Edmonton Cath- 
ohc School District students on 
one shared playgroimd. 

As schools across the 
province face overpopulation 
issues, the provincial educa¬ 
tion minister has suggested 
the practice of co-location may 
become more common. 

In September, Education 
Minister Jeff Johnson attended 
a groimd-breaking ceremony 
for a Fort McMurray elemen¬ 
tary school that wiU house a 
Cathohc school, a public school 
and a community centre. 

“Our expectation and our 
encouragement to the boards 
is they will exhaust those 
potential opportunities. It can 
be done and is being done in 
certain areas of the province,” 
said Johnson following a 
teleconference with school 
coimcils earlier this week. 

Johnson told parents the 
government wants to make 
sure school boards have 
exhausted all potential partner¬ 
ships. 

Edmonton Cathohc 
School District spokesperson 
Lori Nagy said the district’s 
Cardin^ Cohins High School 
Academic Centre, which is 
slated to open in 2014, wiU be 
physicaUy connected to the 
Clareview Recreational Centre. 

The new school is a partner¬ 
ship with the City of Edmon¬ 
ton and Nagy said the district 
would not be opposed to 
co-location with pubhc schools, 
depending on the design. 

“We would foUow tot 
model as long as there is a 
separation between the two 
schools,” she said, referring to 
a community building such as 
a libraiy or rec centre.

arena, but not this deal and 
so far residents support his 
position. 

“I don’t think I have ever 
got more kudos,” he said. 

Diotte agrees it’s far too 
early to know if the arena de¬ 
cision will be a factor. 

“A lot can happen be¬ 
tween now and October, 
2013.”

Two years ago I learned my 
mom was low-literate. 

I’d always suspected it. 
She used to feign bad eyes 
when there was an import¬ 
ant pamphlet in front of 
her and hand it to me, her 
book-hungry son, to read. 
And whenever there was 
a wedding card for her to 
write, I became her person¬ 
al dictaphone — on account 
of my “very nice writing,” 
of course. 

It was only when she got 
an iPhone that I learned 
the limits to her English. 
Not even autocorrect could 
take the fall for her illegible 
texts. Often, just calling her 
was less of a hassle than de¬ 
coding her patois. 

I’m not implying that 
talking to my mom is a 
chore. Quite the contrary. 
Since immigrating from 
Lebanon in 1980, she has 
become quite the social 



butterfly and has been ad¬ 
venturous with English 
words, even if she mispro¬ 
nounces them. She quickly 
lost her Lebanese accent, 
unlike my father who could 
pore over an insurance 
claim but still calls Pepsi 
“Bebzi.” 

Gregarious as she was, 
her secret began to unravel 
with the digital revolution. 

Jan. 29 is Family Literacy 
Day, and never have read¬ 
ing and writing disabilities 
been more relevant. Gone 
are the days of calling hu¬ 
man resources about an 
employment opportunity 
or making birthday plans 
over the phone — at least 
not with the part you speak 
into. Email and Facebook 
have taken over, and the in¬ 
ability to use them is crip¬ 
pling and demoralizing. 

But here’s the good 
news: the things that iso¬ 
late illiterate people are 
also making fewer of them. 

Though many pooh-pooh 
the wanton spelling and 
grammar pervading online 
communication, there’s

evidence that it actually im¬ 
proves spelling and reading. 

According to a 2011 arti¬ 
cle in the Journal of Gom- 
puter Assisted Learning, 
nine- and 10-year-olds who 
texted more spelled better, 
possibly because it exposed 
them to print more appeal¬ 
ing than what was in their 
textbooks. 

That’s gr8. 

Even better, though, is 
how digital communica¬ 
tions warmed them to the 
act of writing. 

A 2009 survey by the 
U.K.’s National Literacy 
Trust found that children 


with a social-media ac¬ 
count, such as on Facebook, 
were significantly more 
confident writers than 
those who didn’t. 

I see this everyday on Fa¬ 
cebook when the same per¬ 
son who 20 years ago hyper¬ 
ventilated when it was their 
turn in the class reading cir¬ 
cle is now spurting whole 
paragraphs about some 
awful customer-service ex¬ 
perience. It may be rife with 
errors and festering angst, 
but they’re still writing 
every day — several times 
a day — when before they 
didn’t at all. 

These vilified technolo¬ 
gies might be the biggest 
advancements to writing 
since the printing press. 

We are all Gutenberg 
now. Including my mom, 
whose spelling has im¬ 
proved immensely and who 
texted to let me know, “I 
love being a grandma. Can’t 
wait to be one to your kids.” 

I know you’re reading 
this. Mom, so let me go on 
the record: 

Not anytime soon.

5 tips on how to carve an ice sculpture 

With Edmonton's annual Ice on Whyte Festival kicking off Friday, international ice carvers Wilfred Stijgerfrom the Netherlands, 

Sue McGrew from the U.S. and Sandis Kondrats from Latvia provide tips on what is needed to form frozen wonders.

To create the ice motorcycle 
on display at the festival site, 
Stijger used 12 blocks of ice to 
create the 25 different pieces 
needed. 

If you’re looking to be on the 
same pla 3 dng field as Stijger, as 
well as Kondrats and McGrew, 
during the competition this 
weekend, it will take 15 blocks 
at 300 pounds each. 


When the weather warms up, 
any ice carvings in process need 
to be protected. 

Stijger says the best way is 
to cover it with a tarp, as well 
as cardboard boxes. 

“When you have two days 
of warm temperatures, you 
can’t really work on it. So you 
try to protect it from the warm 
weather.” 


It is important to sketch an 
idea, then trace and outline it 
on the ice, says Stijger. 

McGrew agrees that is a 
necessary step: “You really 
need to make a plan before¬ 
hand because ice involves a lot 
of construction.... With the big 
blocks you have to really think 
it out and know how you’re go¬ 
ing to build it before you start.” 


According to carvers, -10 G is 
the perfect temperature. 

“When you’re fusing the ice 
together, you use water,” says 
McGrew. “And if it gets too cold, 
then when you put the water 
in it flash-freezes and you can 
crack the ice. But if it’s too 
warm, then it won’t freeze. So 
-10 G is perfect.” 


“Sharp tools are very essential,” 
says Kondrats. 

McGrew adds it’s because 
“you’re working with a medium 
that is transparent. So a lot of 
times we focus mainly on the 
silhouette of something, and 
then you smooth it out (with 
tools) because a lot of the de¬ 
tails are lost in the light.”

A correctional officer who 
scrambled to cut a ligature 
from the neck of a teenaged 
inmate as she turned dark 
purple was reprimanded 
for his efforts, an inquest into 
her death heard Thursday. 

In fact, an emotional 
Blaine Phibbs testified, a pris¬ 
on manager warned him he 
could be formally disciplined 
or even charged criminally if 
he went into Ashley Smith’s 
cell again under similar cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“He told me there was no 



reason to go into the cell. As 
long as she was breathing, we 
were not to go into her cell,” 
Phibbs said. 

Video of the incident 
played for the inquest 


showed Phibbs and other 
guards entering Smith’s seg¬ 
regation cell at the Grand Val¬ 
ley Institution in Kitchener, 
Ont., about a month before 
she finally strangled herself 

Phibbs said he had dif¬ 
ficulty cutting the ligature 
from her neck. 

“We were having to re¬ 
move so many ligatures from 
Ashley’s neck, the 911 (emer¬ 
gency) knives were dull,” he 
said. 

The apparent life-saving 
measures only brought re¬ 
buke. Management insisted 
that what had taken place 
was “borderline excessive use 
of force.” 

“I did not agree,” he told 
coroner’s counsel, Jocelyn 
Speyer. 

“We thought she was in 
distress, that’s why we en¬ 
tered the cell.” 

The heart-breaking cycle 
would be repeated.

Chief Spence 
opens new chapter 
for First Nations 


Political struggle. 

New vow to improve 
conditions for 
aboriginals agreed 
upon by chiefs, federal 
opposition parties 


Attawapiskat Chief Theresa 
Spence emerged from hospital 
Tliursday to sign the First Na¬ 
tions declaration that ended 
her hunger protest after six 
long weeks — a period during 
which Stephen Harper barely 
uttered her name. 

Indeed, for a crisis that just 
two weeks ago had the prime 
minister squarely at its centre, 
it seemed a weary and chaotic 
ftnale, one largely devoid of 
anti-Harper vitriol. 

The Cree leader, who hadn’t 
had sohd food since Dec. 11, 
spent most of the day recover¬ 
ing in hospital, only to show 
up unannounced at a celebra¬ 
tion that brought First Nations 
chiefs from across the coimtry. 

A chanting, drumming 
crowd greeted her at a down¬ 
town Ottawa hotel, where she 
thanked family, friends and 
supporters for their backing 
during the six chilly weeks she 


spent on Victoria Island, just 
upstream from Parliament Hill. 

She suggested she now in¬ 
tends to step back from the 
political struggle. 

“There you go, chiefs, you 
take over and I’ll be part of the 
audience sometimes, so I’ll be 
watching you guys,” Spence 
said, calling for imity among 
First Nations leaders. 

“It’s time to reaUy stay 
together no matter what hard¬ 
ship that we go through, and 
no matter what the govern¬ 
ment intends to do to us to div¬ 
ide us. Always remember that 
we’re here together and we’re 
here for our people, especially 
the youth.” 

Emissaries from federal op¬ 
position parties kept a low pro¬ 
file at the second ceremony, 
where Spence herself signed 
the declaration that had been 
so painstakingly crafted to 
bring her protest to a conclu¬ 
sion. 

The end came as other 
chiefs and federal opposition 
parties vowed to take up her 
cause of treaty implementation 
and improved conditions on re¬ 
serves. And it followed careful 
negotiation by interim Liberal 
leader Bob Rae. 

Rae said he was concerned 
some days ago that there was

a risk of the whole effort “go¬ 
ing off the rails” if Spence 
didn’t call a stop to her protest. 
He said he told Spence: “It’s 
everyone’s struggle. But no one 
should die.” 

The chiefs and the polit¬ 
icians signed the 13-point dec¬ 
laration committing them to 
seeking immediate improve¬ 
ments to native housing and 
education; a meeting of First 
Nations chiefs, the prime min¬ 
ister and Governor General; 
and full implementation of 
treaty and aboriginal rights 
within five years.

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Veteran IRA bomber dead in her home 


An Irish Republican Army vet¬ 
eran who accused Sinn Fein 
party chief Gerry Adams of 
involvement in IRA killings 
and bombings has been found 
dead in her home, police and 
politicians said Thursday. 

Dolours Price, 61, was a 
member of the Provisional 
IRA unit that launched the 
very first car-bomb attacks on 
London in 1973. She became 
one of Irish republicanism’s 
most trenchant critics of Ad¬ 
ams and his conversion to pol¬ 
itical compromise. 


Police said her death Wed¬ 
nesday night at her home in 
Malahide, north of Dublin, 
was possibly the result of a 
drug overdose and foul play 
was not suspected. 

In interviews. Price repeat¬ 
edly described Adams as her 
IRA commander in Catholic 
west Belfast in the early 1970s 
when the outlawed group was 
secretly abducting, executing 
and bur 3 dng more than a doz¬ 
en suspected informers in un¬ 
marked graves. Adams rejects

The Palestinian president

Lapid has said he wants 
Israel to make a serious push 
for peace, though it is unclear 
how far he will press the issue 
in coalition negotiations with 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu. In recent public 
appearances, he has barely 
breached the issue, focusing 
instead on domestic econom¬ 
ic concerns.

Yael German, an incoming legislator in 
Yesh Atid, insisting her party is serious 
about restarting peace negotiations. 

Lapid has campaigned on 
a domestic agenda that in¬ 
cludes ending draft exemp¬ 
tions and government sti¬ 
pends for ultra-Orthodox 
Jews. But two incoming legis¬ 
lators from his party said 
Thursday that making peace 
with the Palestinians is just 
as important to him. Lapid 
might be forced to choose 
between those two issues be¬ 
cause it seems nearly impos¬ 
sible to form a coalition that 
will deal with both issues. 

Netanyahu is a hardliner 
and may balk at excluding 
right-wing parties from his 
coalition in order to move 
forward with peace talks.

Richard: Steve, the most 
shocking thing about Parker 
is that Jason Statham has hair 
in the opening scene. His usu¬ 
ally close-cropped do is hid¬ 
den under a wig that makes 
him look a bit like George 
Clooney’s English brother. 
Other than that, this is as by- 
the-book as it gets. Did you 
buy into the stoiy at all? 

Steve: Not really. But as shock¬ 
ing as Statham is brandishing 
a wig as Donald E. Westlake’s 
popular revenge-seeking char¬ 
acter, he wasn’t half as un¬ 
convincing as Jennifer Lopez 
when she pops up as the des¬ 
perate, danger-seeking real es¬ 
tate agent.

Nicholas Hoult has tackled 
tr 3 hng to get the girl when 
you’re an awkward tween 
(in About a Boy), a ruthless 
high-schooler (in TV’s Skins) 
and a blue-haired mutant (in 
X-Men: First Class). But those 
challenges pale in compari¬ 
son to Warm Bodies, in which 
he tries to win over a girl 
(Teresa Palmer) despite the 
fact that he’s a flesh-eating 
zombie. 

How tough is it doing a role 
that’s basically one facial 
expression for most of the 
film? 


Surprisingly easy, actually 
(laughs). Narrows down your 
options and what you have 
to do at work, and not a lot 
of dialogue to learn, which 
is beautiful. But yeah, I read 
the script and I was like, 

“This could be a cool film,” 
and then I was like, “Oh, it’s 
kind of tricky, though, isn’t 
it? You don’t get to say a lot, 
and you’ve got to move and 
act like a zombie, but you’ve 
also got to have this audience 
care for you and want you 
to succeed and have this girl 
care for you enough and fall 
for you, and there’s a lot to 
do.”

HEATS UP 

Expect nothing short of spectacu¬ 
lar from this year’s artists taking 
part in the ice carving competi¬ 
tion at Ice on Whyte. 

From Jan. 25-27, artists will battle 
it out to win the top prize, but the 
festival's producer says it is going 
to be a great friendly competition.

one other international ice carving 
competition in Alberta — Ice Magic 
in Lake Louise. Many of the artists 
compete there and at Ice on Whyte. 

“Edmonton is a northern city and 
most of the ice carving competitions 
happen in other northern countries 
around the world,” says Bornn. 

“There are also NICA sanctioned 
competitions in Lake Louise and 
Fort St John.” ■

A glance at Jason Momoa’s 
IMDB page reveals that he is 
best known for pla 3 nng roles 
described as a “vengeful bar¬ 
barian warrior” or “powerful 
warlord.”

TV Russian spy drama 
The Americans 


When it came time to laimch 
a series called The Americans, 
who did FX turn to? 

A Canadian, of course. 

Toronto-bom Graham 
Yost, the executive producer 
and showrunner of FX’s Justi¬ 
fied, was brought in to be the 
guiding hand on this new spy 
drama. It premieres Wednes¬ 
day, Jan. 30 at 10 p.m. ET on FX 
Canada. 

The series is about hus- 
band-and-wife Russian spies 
— played by Keri Russell (Run¬ 
ning Wilde) and Matthew Rhys 
(Brothers & Sisters) — posing as 
Americans in Washington. It is 
set in 1981, as the decades-long 
Cold War heats up and then 
flames out during the two-term 
presidency of Ronald Reagan. 

Yost didn’t come up with 
the spy-spouse idea. 

Credit there goes to an 
American: Joe Weisberg, a for¬ 
mer CIA agent who worked 
imdercover in the early ’90s. 
Weisberg left the federal 
agency and turned to writing, 
penning a book based on his 


CIA exploits called An Ordin¬ 
ary Spy. Yost read the book 
and foimd out Weisberg had 
written a pilot for a spy series. 
Yost read the script — the first 
Weisberg had ever written — 
and found it to be “annoyingly 
good.” As he told critics earlier 
this month in Los Angeles, he 
decided to “just attach myself 
to this guy and hope that some¬ 
thing happens.” 

\^at happened, eventu¬ 
ally, was The Americans, a ser¬ 
ies that was put on the front 
burner when news broke of a 
real-life spy scandal involving 
Russians in America in 2010. 

By that time Yost had put 
Weisberg to work in the writ¬ 
ers room of Falling Sides. The 
former spy credits Yost for 
turning hiin into a TV writer. 

“Every show should have a 
Graham,” says Weisberg. 

He and writer/producer Joel 
Fields, interviewed on the set 
this week during the shooting 
of the sixth episode, explained 
that the series was as much 
about marriage as espionage. 
The two were committed to 
exploring, as Weisberg says, 
“what it’s hke to be a spy and 
raise a family.” 

Russell and Rhys play Eliza¬ 
beth and Philhp Jennings, two 
30-somethings who have been 
trained since their teen years 
in the Soviet Union to infil-

While it 
came out only a year after their 
self-titled debut, the band’s 
second record showcased the 
rapid growth of a partnership 
that was once only personal. 

“I feel like this band has 
a lot more to offer now that 
there’s two chefs instead of 
one,” Doucet agreed. 

Their hve show has gained a 
sterling reputation too, and as 
they prepare to begin a lengthy 
cross-continent trek on Satur¬ 
day in Vancouver, they’re aware 
that part of that rep is based on 
their charming interactions.

Hoax. Notre Dame 
football star was 
misled by someone 
speaking in woman’s 
voice over telephone 


The person Manti Te’o says was 
pretending to be his online 
girlfriend told the Notre Dame 
linebacker “1 love you” in voice 
mails played during his inter¬ 
view with Katie Couric. 

Taped earher this week and 
broadcast Thursday, the hour- 
long show featured three voice 
mails that Te’o claims were left 
for him last year. Te’o said they 


were from the 
person he be¬ 
lieved to be Len- 
nay Kekua, a 
woman he had 
fallen for online 
but never met 
face-to-face. 

After the 
first message 
was played, Te’o said: “It sounds 
like a girl, doesn’t it?” 

“It does,” Couric responded. 

The interview was the All- 
American’s first on camera 
since his tale of inspired play 
after the deaths of his grand¬ 
mother and girlfriend on the 
same day in September im- 
ravelled as a hoax by Deadspin. 
com on Jan. 16. 


Couric addressed specula¬ 
tion the tale was concocted by 
Te’o as a way to cover up his 
sexual orientation. Asked if he 
were gay, Te’o said “no” with a 
laugh. “Far from it. Faaaar from 
that.” 

He also said he was “scared” 
and “didn’t know what to do” 
after receiving a call on Dec. 6 
— two days before the Heisman 
Trophy presentation — from a 
person who claimed to be his 
“dead” girlfriend. 

The first voice mail was 
from what was supposed to be 
Kekua’s first day of chemother¬ 
apy for leukemia.
